Jefferson City, Mo.—An excel­ 
lent example of what can be ac­ 
complished through 
cooperation 
may be found in four central Mis­ 
souri counties these days, where 
farm 
ponds 
are 
beginning 
to 
spring up like mushrooms. 
The four counties are 
Maries, 
Miller, Osage and Cole, and they 
are serving as 
a 
demonstration 
area for a pond building program 
sponsored by the Missouri 
Con­ 
servation Commission, 
with the 
cooperation of federal and other 
agencies. 
Under 
a 
special 
agreement 
worked out for the 
four-county 
demonstration area, 
more 
than 
100 ‘farmers have signed 
agree­ 
ments to build farm ponds on their 
places which will meet the spe­ 
cifications of the Commission and 
the cooperating agencies. Although 
the 
demonstration 
was started 
less than two months ago, already 
there are nine ponds completed in 
thjg area, with 17 under construc­ 
tion. 
Furthermore the ponds, when 
completed, will not only provide 
valuable aid to wildlife restora­ 
tion, but will be a permanent as­ 
set to the farms on which they are 
situated. They will be construct­ 
ed according to specifications pro­ 
vided by the University 
Exten­ 
sion Service and the AAA. They 
will 
be 
properly 
planted 
and 
they will be permanent. 
Instead 
of the “mud holes” which used to 
be called farm ponds, they will be 
clean, clear bodies of water which 
will provide water for livestock, 
a habitat for small fish 
and

refuge f >r waterfowl and other 
wildlife. 
The four-county pond building! 
demonstration was started when, 
after a couple of years of promot- ! 
ing

It was

that good ponds would provide 
a three-fold benefit to 
farmers. 
They would improve the

by providing a permanent water 
supply for stock. 
They would 
supply needed water (which would 
bring food and cover) for wild­ 
life, and they would have an in­

erosion and improving the streams 
within the watershed for fishing 
and other uses. 
In approaching the problem the 
Commission’s representative fol­ 
lowed a very logical procedure,

! furnish a specialist on farm pond 
! building for demonstration meet-

mission would assist in the wild­ 
life planting of

even help secure the plants. They 
learned that representatives of the 
Farm 
Security 
Administration 
were available 
for 
consultation 
regarding loans for

cases where fund could not

secured otherwise. 
And sports­ 
men’s groups, in many cases, will 
help in the cost and the actual 
labor involved in building a pond. 
In return there were certain re­ 
quirements which had to be met 
by the farmers on such a demon­ 
stration area. At least 10 farmers 
in each county had to sign agree­ 
ments to construct ponds.

pond had to be built according to 
specifications of the AAA and Mis­ 
souri University Extension Serv­ 
ice, which meant that it had to 
be of a specified minimum depth, 
properly piped, fenced, fertilized 
and planted. 
What would be the benefits to 
the farmer? 
He would have

prevent erosion 
on the watershed area supplying 
the pond, as well as storing up 
surface water on the 
area. 
He

animals on his farm. 
When these things were pointed 
out to the meeting of farmers in 
Miller county, they were received 
with 
interest 
and 
enthusiasm. 
They appointed a committee 
to 
get the necessary 10 signets.

stead they got 22. 
It was decided to extend 
the 
program to include four counties, 
and in Maries, Osage and Cole 
counties it met with

response. Three ponds have been 
completed in Maries county, with 
three more

construction. 
In Osage county four ponds have 
been completed and six are under 
construction. 
In that county 27 
farmers had signed the agreement

LIVING ROOM IN THE LAUNDRY 


Technique of Seed Sowing in Garden Rows. 


Skilled gardeners do not make 
plants grow, they let them grow. 
Experience soon teaches that fuss­ 
ing and pampering is more likely to 
harm than help. The real task of 
the gardener is to provide a favor­ 
able environment for the plant, as 
to soil, sunshine and moisture, and 
then devote himself to removing 
any obstacles to thrifty growth that 
may develop. Nature will do the 
rest. 
In the Defense Garden the pro­ 
gram of care may be reduced to five 
rules which, if accepted and lived 
up to, will advance any amateur 
to a degree of skill which few 
am ateurs attain. They are: 
1. 
Plant in straight rows, run­ 
ning north and south. 
2. Do not plant more space than 
you can cultivate well. 
3. 
Thin out mercilessly plants 
too thickly sown. 
4. 
Feed plants with a complete 
balanced plant food. 
5. Spray to prevent disease and 
kill insects. 
These things may seem so simple 
as to amount to little; but only 
good gardeners observe them. When 
the gardening fever is on—especial­ 
ly a first attack—it seems a bother 
o stretch a line and see that seeds 
are planted exactly upon it, each 
row parallel to the next. But when 
plants have grown and we come to 
push a wheel hoe between the rows, 
then we realize that five minutes 


spent in aligning the seeds would 
have saved weary hours in follow­ 
ing the zigzag lines with the culti­ 
vator, to say nothing of the un­ 
sightly appearance of a slovenly 
planted garden as compared to the 
just pride we take in straight rows 
of well-developed vegetables cleanly 
cultivated. 
No one escapes the annual temp­ 
tation to undertake more garden 
work 
than 
he 
can 
reasonably 
handle. 
We are eager in April to 
cultivate all the land we can plant 
and wish for more; in July the 
weeds are likely to grow unhindered 
in much of the garden and vege­ 
tables which are planted in excess 
of the family needs go to waste. 
Curb your ambitions as much as you 
can and you will have less waste,_ 
more pleasure and better quality 
in the products of your garden. 
An amateur never gets to the 
point where without a pang he can 
ruthlessly pull seedlings which are 
too thick in order to give the sur­ 
vivors a chance to develop prop­ 
erly. 
There is always a feeling 
that one is murdering a child, yet 
this operation is perhaps the most 
important of all in the vegetable 
garden and the one most generally 
neglected or only half done. 
It is good policy to sow seeds 
thickly to insure a thick stand but 
vital to discard the surplus plants, 
otherwise none would mature per­ 
fectly.

The m onasteries, some of them 
huge castlelike buildings covering

monks live a herm it existence in 
mean huts, eking out a living by 
making trinkets. 
One or two m onasteries are fair­ 
ly prosperous through large scale 
farm ing.

What to Do About an Ugly Mantel 


We don’t all live in new houses, or old houses with beautiful wood­

Technique of Seed Sowing in Garden Rows. 


Skilled gardeners do not make 
plants grow, they let them grow. 
Experience soon teaches that fuss­ 
ing and pampering is more likely to 
harm than help. The real task of 
the gardener is to provide a favor­ 
able environment for the plant, as 
to soil, sunshine and moisture, and 
then devote himself to removing 
any obstacles to thrifty growth that 
m ay develop. 
Nature will do the 
rest. 
In the Defense Garden the pro­ 
gram of care may be reduced to five 
rules which, if accepted and lived 
up to, will advance any am ateur 
to a degree of skill which few 
am ateurs attain. They are: 
1. 
Plant in straight rows, run­ 
ning north and south. 
2. 
Do not plant more space than 
you can cultivate well. 
3. 
Thin out mercilessly plants 
too thickly sown. 
4. 
Feed plants with a complete 
balanced plant food. 
5. 
Spray to prevent disease and 
kill insects. 
These things may seem so simple 
as to amount to little; but only 
good gardeners observe them. When 
the gardening fever is on—especial­ 
ly a first attack—it seems a bother 
,? stretch a line and see that seeds 
are planted exactly upon it, each 
row parallel to the next. But when 
plants have grown and we come to 
push a wheel hoe between the rows, 
then we realize that five minutes 


spent in aligning the seeds would 
have saved weary hours in follow­ 
ing the zigzag lines with the culti­ 
vator, to say nothing of the un­ 
sightly appearance of a slovenly 
planted garden as com pared to the 
just pride we take in straight rows 
of well-developed vegetables cleanly 
cultivated. 
No one escapes the annual tem p­ 
tation to undertake more garden 
work 
than 
he 
«ran 
reasonably 
handle. 
We are eager in April to 
cultivate all the land we can plant 
and wish for m ore: in July the 
weeds are likely to grow unhindered 
in much of the garden and vege­ 
tables which are planted in excess 
of the family needs go to waste. 
Curb your am bitions as much as you 
can and you will have less waste, 
more pleasure and better quality 
in the products of your garden. 
An am ateur never gets to the 
point where without a pang he can 
ruthlessly pull seedlings which are 
too thick in order to give the sur­ 
vivors a chance to develop prop­ 
erly. 
There is always a feeling 
that one is m urdering a child, yet 
this operation is perhaps the most 
im portant of all in the vegetable 
garden and the one m ost generally 
neglected or only half done. 
It is good policy to sow seeds 
thickly to insure a thick stand but 
vital to discard the surplus plants, 
otherwise none would m ature per­ 
fectly.

from the air. Its economic rc- 
surces are enormous and relative­ 
ly quite unexploited. The desert 
land of Chile, destined always to 
be itself, has tremendous quan­ 
tities of fertilizer, which will help 
other parts of the world to be 
garden spots. 
South and North America have 
really little in common, these peo­ 
ple to the South being related by 
language, culture and background 
to the Latin peoples of Europe 
rather than to us. 
There is no middle class in these 
countries and so there is no way 
of bridging the gulf between the 
extremely rich and the extreme­ 
ly poor. The lot of the poor classes 
in South America is very hard 
indeed. There is no system of uni­ 
versal education 
there 
as 
we 
know it, and this is, of course, the 
one great reason why there is no 
real democracy there. There is no 
such thing as constitutional gov­ 
ernment in most of these countries 
—no really democratic 
govern­ 
ment—only dictatorships, some of 
which it must be admitted are 
quite efficient from the stand­ 
point of maintaining law and or­ 
der. “Politics” in the worst sense 
of the word holds sway in these 
lands. 
“Liberators” 
have

numerous, though

fails to find from what the people 
have been liberated. 
Wars have 
been all too common, and it was
